1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To choose a Delegate to the Constitutional Convention, to be 
holden in Concord, on the first Wednesday of June, 1918. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges tor the ensuing year, and make appropriation of the 


same. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the 
repair of highways and bridges in addition to the amount required by 


law, and appropriate the same. 


5. To see whatsum of money the town will vote to raise for 
the support of the Hopkinton free public library, and appropriate the 


Same. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise tor Me- 


morial day, and appropriate the same. 


7. To hear and act upon the reports of town officers, library 
trustees, and committees. 
8. To see if the town will vote to accept the conditions of the 


act of the legislature passed in 1905 and amendments, to wit, An act 
to provide for state aid, and for the expenditure of other public money,

in the permanent improvement of main highways throughout the state, 
and see what sum or sums of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,400 to secure state aid for Central Trunk Line Maintenance, 
under the provision of the Motor Vehicle Law. 


10. To see if the town will accept one hundred dollars from the 
estate of the late Sarah A. French, the income to be used for the care 
of the family burial lot , in the Hopkinton village old cemetery. 


To see if the town will accept one hundred dollars from George M. 
Barnard, the income to be used for the care of the Augustus Barnard 
burial lot, in the Putney Hill cemetery.

11. To see if the town will vote to allow two per cent. discount on 
all taxes paid on or before July 10, 1918. 


12. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to dis- 
tribute the inventory blanks not earlier than April Ist, 191%. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
purpose of providing suitable protection and care for shade and orna- 
mental trees in highways, cemeteries, commons and other public places 
in this town the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars, or such part 
thereof, as may be found necessary is hereby granted and voted to be 
expended under the direction of the selectmen, in co-operation with the 
State forester, in the work of preventing the spread of the disease

to be expended unless a like amount shall be made available for the 
purpose from other sources.) 


14. To see if the town will, raise and appropriate a sufficient sum 
of money to reimburse the Hopkinton Food committee, for money paid 
out in the campaign to increase the food supply. 


15. To chose one trustee, for three years, to administer the af- 
fairs pertaining to the care of the trust funds held by the town. 


16. To see what action the town will take towards liquidating the 
Tyler Bridge notes, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for de- 
fraying the expense of the observance of Old Home day, and appropriate 
the same. 


18. To see if the town will authorize the the selectmen to buy a 
highway water sprinkler, and make an appropriation for the same. 


19. To hear and transact any other business that may properly 
come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School board of the Town of Hopkinton : 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report as superintendent 
of the Hopkinton schools. 

At the last annual meeting of the School District you were 
authorized to engage a fourth teacher for the high school to re- 
lieve the congested condition of work there, and at the same 
time to make use of part of the time of two of these teachers for 
the advantage and benefit of the grades throughout the town. 


This plan has been carried out with splendid success and 
good results. The better efficiency of the work done in all de- 
partments in the high school as a direct result of the change is 
very apparent. 1 say without hesitation that the most efficient 
teaching is being done this year, in practically all subjects, that 
has been done since my connection with the schools. This we 
could fairly expect as each teacher now has fewer subjects to 
teach and more time for each subject than under the previous 
arrangemenis. . 

The good effect upon the grades is equally apparent. The 
interest in elementary agriculture and in certain features of do- 
mestic arts was quickly aroused by the visits of the heads of 
these two departments to the various schools, and excellent re- 
sults have beeu obtained. I feel absolutely certain that the 
change made wag a wise one and should be adhered to. Better 
results may be expected this coming year. 

I have been much pleased with the work of the high school 
as a whole throughout the year. The attitude of the school is 


' 
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that of real earnest activity. The work being done is the kind 
that is worth doing and that will prove valuable to the future 
activities of the pupils. 

Advantage is being taken of the war conditions to teach the 
boys and girls of our schools in a way never before at our com- 
mand, what government really means; its relations to them 
and their relations to it; the closely interwoven interests of all 
business and individual life; patriotism, duty, sacrifice, and 
obedience to authority. The result should be better citizens. 


The grades have been doing good work under faithful, com- 
petent teachers. They are now working very close to the 
course in the new “State Program of Studies.” Another year 
should see all our schools working strictly according to this 
program, 

The grammar school at Contoocook undertook last year 
some Junior High School work and with splendid success. The 
class from there entering the high school in September was so 
far advanced in mathematics over those entering from other 
schools that a separate class has been maintained for them. 
This leads me to suggest that competently trained teachers 
should be secured for the Hopkinton and Contoocook grammar 
schools, and that all eighth grade work be given in these two 
schools to those planning to enter high school. This arrange- 
ment would insure equal opportunities for all, to be trained and 
equally well fitted in the work of that grade, and would thus a- 
void complications in organizing classes in the first year of the 
high school such as has arisen this year. 

At the beginning of the year, the first grade at Contoocook 
was so large that it necessitated a new arrangement of grades 
and the hiring of another teacher. The first two grades were 
moved to the Methodist vestry. This is not a desirable place 
for a school but was the only available place thought suitable in 
the emergency. Whether this place or some other must be used 
next year for these grades will depend upon the number in the 
first grade next year. 


Through the interest and generosity of the Contoocook 
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Woman’s Club, the pupils of the schools in Contoocook village 
have enjoyed for the past few weeks instruction in physical 
culture. ‘This I believe is a much needed part of the school 
curriculum, As we see the stoop shoulders, bent backs, and 
awkward walk and carriage of our boys and girls, we sometimes 
wonder if corrective measures have not too long been delayed. 
Physical culture, intelligently directed by a competent teacher, 
will accomplish wonders in correcting bddily detects. The 
community is fortunate in having in its midst a qualified teacher 
for this kind of work, whose services could be secured at a 
reasonable price because of her interest in the best welfare of 
the boys and girls of the town. I earnestly hope this part of 
school work may be made a permanent teature. 

Tae War Acrivirres of the entire student body the past 
year have been very creditable. They began with the home 
gardens last May when ninety-eight pupils signified their in- 
tention of maintaining gardens and eighty-three actually carried 
their work through the summer. The value of food. products 
raise | vy the school children, was by actual accounting in part 
and conservative estimate, $1064.92. They have helped in Red 
Cross work; one period a week has regularly been required 
for sach work by the Domestic Arts pupils and they have glad- 
ly givea the period in school and many others out of school. 

They have interested themselves in the “Thrift Savings 
Stamp” movement, and during the second week in February 


purchased over three hundred dollars worth. 

They are already planning for active work and increased 
production in their gardens this summer, and parents are urged 
to give their children all encouragement possible, even to the 
first grade children, to plant so.nething eatable this year. 

I believe we should plan to close our schools early in June 
if by so doing we can affor] any degree of relief to those seek- 
ing farm labor, or can help our boys and girls to get their indi- 
vidual gardens well starte l. A week in the garJen this year with 
all its significance, will be of more value to the pupil and com- 
munity than a week in the school room, 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


There are this year, as usual, many recommendations that 
could be made, some of which would need money appropria- 
tions to carry thei into effect. 

One of the most pressing needs is the repair of the Hop- 
kinton village school building. This ought to be done for sani- 
tary reasons if no other. It would be splendid if the people 
would do it this year. But I do not feel under the circumstance 
to recommend it. The new law requiring the fiscal year of 
school districts to end hereafter August thirty-first instead of 
February fifteenth, requires that the district this year raise 
money for the support of schools for practically a year and a 
third, instead of a year. This means an added burden to the 
tax payer for this year only, for which no one in particular is to 
blame. But in consideration of this, | believe we should avoid 
asking for any larger appropriation than is absolutely essential 
for maintaining the present excellent standard of our schools. 

President Wilson bas made a most earnest appeal, and 
Governor Keyes has most earnestly seconded it, as has also the 
State Superintendent of Publie Instruction for New Hampshire, 
that, whatever sacrifices have to be made in these days of sacri- 
tices, the public schools should not suffer. 

I trust the voters of the district will heed these appeals 
and act accordingly, .
